CONSUMER PAYS THE FREIGHT. 


The recent advances in railroad 


wages have been heralded vrlth joy 
by tho country as well as tho train- 
men, Irat tome ol the more larsealng 
people looked upon the easy manner 
ot their concession by the railroad 
managements by tbe cold eye of sua- 
plclon. They had not forgotten the 
nils 'that th* consumer pays the 
freight 


It seems that the railroads had not 


forgotten It, either. We are told that 
the rates on freight will be advanced 
sufficiently to cover toe advance In 
wages, and that a large share of the 
revenue will be derived from coal and 
coke. 


"While not questioning the propriety 


of an advance In freight rates com- 
mensurate with the advance In wages, 
the justice and perhaps tho wisdom of 
levying all or an" undue proportion of 
It upon the coal and coke Industries Is 
exceedingly doubtful. 


These commodities are not luxuries. 


They are necessities of the sternest 
sort. The added cost of their trans- 
portation will not be paid by the oper- 
ators and dealers. In the end the con- 
sumer will pay the freight. 


FRANCIS AVENUE PAVING. 


After tho violent indignation and the 


great oufcry raised by the Francis 
avenue residents concerning the bad 
condition of that thoroughfare and 
the necessity of paving It, the Borough 
Engineer reports to the Town Council 
that he has only been able thus far to 
secure signers to a petition for pav- 


' Ing tbe street representing 250 feet 
'" frontage out of 1,700 foot on the en- 


tire avenue, a little over one-seventh 
of the whole. 


The law requires that two-thirds 


of the number of property owners rep- 


, resenting two-thirds of the foot-font- 
1 age, join In such a petition before ac- 


tion may be taken by the Town Coun- 
cil. It looks as If the Francis avenue 
people were not willing to help them- 
selves. 
Neither the Lord nor the 


Council are expected to help them un- 
der such circumstances. 


PLEDGES THAT MUST BE KEPT. 
Two-cent railway rates and trolley 


. freights will not be written Into the 


statutes without a struggle In spite 
of the fact that the plaforms of both 
political parties In Pennsylvania de- 
mand them In the name of the people. 


The 
railway 
interests 
indicate 


through their representatives that they 
will measure the service in accord- 
ance with the rate. They ask the right 
to charge extra rate for fast trains 
nnd fine cars. Their request is not 
unreasonable, but it will bo difficult 
to draw the line. Furthermore, their 
action opens up a disagreeable vista 
of possibilities. It the State regulates 
their rates with a strong hand, we 
may have to face a prospect of slow 
trains at long intervals provided wl/.h 
the meanest accommodations. 
We 


would not like to seo the service cheap- 
ened to such an extent as a retaliatory 
measure. But the demand, for a two- 
cent fare may not be denied. 
The 


Legislature will have to pass such a 
Toll!, and the people will have to take 
their chances with the experiment. 


Tho trolley bills liavo been numer- 


ous. Representative Sterling ot Fay- 


ette is the author of one, but his In 
common with others have been pushed 
aside In commltleo. Tho only chtmco 
their authors have to distinguish them- 
selves is to engraft thutr Ideas on the 
one bill reported out. This bill, per- 
haps very properly, gives cities the 
right to regulate tho carrying of. trol- 
ley freights. 
The congested* condi- 


tion of most of the Pittsburg liuea 
preclude the possibility of using them 
for freight lines. Trolley freights are, 
moreover, more distinctly a country 
demand. But the denial of the right 
ot eminent domain Is an emasculation 
ot the bill that should on no account 
be permitted. It will bo regarded as 
.a denial of the public demand, that 
trolleys be placed on the same footing 
as steam railways. 


Tho pledges made to the people con- 


cerning these matters must be faith- 
fully kept, or thoso responsible for the 
failure will run. tho risk ot political 
damnation now and forever. 


REASONABLE AND PROPER, 


Tho Scottdale authorities havo ma- 


terially advanced the price of street 
railway franchises. 
A now 
trolloy 


company is granted a right-of-way 
through the town on condition that it 
builds a viaduct and makes It free to 
street traffic; 
paves unpaveil streets 


between tho rails and twenty inches 
on eithar side, and reimburses tno bov 
ough for the cost of so much paving 
whero It IB already laid; pays all costs 
of changing street grades, and raises 
or lowers water, gas and sowor pipes 
at its own expense; and, for tho faith- 
ful performance of these conditions, 
gives a. bond of $5,000, Tlio ordiuunce 
must bo accepted within 30 days and 
the work must be done within 18 
months. 


A competing trolloy lino will doubt- 


less be an advantage to Scottdalo, but 
at the same time the presumption Is 
reasonable that the franchise grunted 
will bo valuable to the 
competing 


company. If It is not worth all Scott- 
dale aslcs for it, it is not worth while 
for the competing company to enter 
the field. If there Is not enough bus- 
iness to make tho extension profitable 
under the conditions laid down. It 
will be better for the public lhat the 
line remain unbuilt. 


Tho Town Council of Scottdale has 


only safeguarded the public's Intercuts 
In a reasonable and proper manner.
